"Rennicks Unofficial Coins of Colonial Australia and Mew Zealand" by 
Gilbert Christoph Hyde, 1967, $2.25 Australian ("2.52 US), 92 pages, 
illustrated. Published by Renniks & Co Pty, 246 Unley Road, Unley, 
South Australia, Australia: 

The first section of this book lists all the authentic tokens issued 
by various commercial establishments in Australia (including Tasmania 
and New Zealand from 1849-1881. Suggested value are given in Aust- 
ralian dollars for each token in 4 grades. A rarity scale of 1 to 10 
is also given for each issue. A total of 280 tokens, each assigned 
a number, are listed alphabetically by the name of the issuer. 

The second section is a detailed listing of the 280 types of the 
first section, along with details of various die varieties, patterns 
and related tokens. Minor varieties such as changes in metal, width 
and thickness are not given. Values in this section are given only 
by the rarity scale. Numbers used by Dr. Arthur Andrews in his book 
"Australian Tokens and Coins" are shown in the detailed listing. 

A final section of 5 pages lists a tabulation of localities, issuers, 
and the number of types of tokens for the various colonies. It 
shows that the 280 tokens are subdivided into 7 different geographic 
areas plus 7 miscellaneous tokens. The tokesn were issued by 170 
different issuers in 43 different towns and villages. 

15 pages of plates are scattered throughout the book. Most of the 
plates are of specimens in extra fine to Uncirculated condition. 

uthor Hyde is probably the greatest living expert on these tokens as 
Go has been collecting and studying them for over 25 years. 

This book is printed on glossy paper with a stiff paper cover. The 
pages are 7^ x 9 ' 6 . inches. It is highly recommended to all collectors 
of "down under" tokens. 


"De Munten Van Nederland (1794-1967)" by Jean de Mey and G. Pauwels 
1968, 69 pages, illustrated, 80 Belgian Francs ($1.60 U.S.). Pub- 
lished by Jean de Mey, 58 Bondstraat, Brussells, Belgium: 

This booklet gives a complete listing of all dates with mintage 
figures for all denominations of coinage issued for the Netherlands 
from 1794 through 1967. 

The text is in Dutch and the valuation for each date is given in 
Dutch guilders for uncirculated specimens. 

Plates for many coins are given. 

The book is 5 x 7 inches and has a stiff paper cover. It is highly 
recommended to those interested in forming a date series of the 
coinage of the Netherlands.

"Guide Book of English Coins, 19th and 20th Centuries", by Kenneth 
E. Bressett, 6th Edition, 1968, 128 pages, illustrated, $1.50 US. 
Whitman Publishing Co., Racine, Wisconsin, USA: 

The sixth edition of this standard reference was released early in 
February 1968 and shows _ many prices changes, up and down. The book 
gives a complete date listing with mintage figures and prices in 6 
conditions (Good through Proof) for all British coins issued from 
1797-1967. Valuations for the 13 official proof sets issued from 
1826-1953 are given. All type coins are illustrated. Several 
enlarged photographs illustrate die varieties. The more important 
die varieties are listed and priced. The entire series of the 1/4 
farthings, 1/3 farthings, 1/2 farthings, 1-1/2 pence and 4 pence, 
although issued mainly for circulation in the colonies, is listed. 

Che book is 5-1/4 x 7-3/4 inches and is printed on a good quality 
glossy paper and bound with a hard cover. 

This new edition has a complete revision of the values „ It is 
difficult to indicate the trends of the revised values, but a few 
generalizations can be made. Bronze coins, half-crowns, pre-Victorian 
coins, and coins in the top grades of condition show increases in 
price. Proof sets show a moderate to very marked decrease in price 
and many of the Maundy sets show lower prices. In essence, speculative 
issues, such as proof sets and Maundy sets, have fallen to more 
realistic values. Lower grade material, which now appears to be 
abundant, has fallen somewhat or is steady. All in all, the book 
indicates a very solid market for the better grades of English coins. 
Devaluation of the pound and the increased interest in the higher 
grades will probably force these prices upward for several years to 
c erne , 

A few new varieties have been added. Some new mintage figures have 
been added and others have been corrected. The 1952 half-crown has 
been added. 

A special edition shwoing values in pounds sterling is available for 
readers in the United Kingdom. The values In this edition are 
slightly different than in the dollar-priced edition in that they 
reflect the easy access to many English coins which those living in 
! 'he United Kingdom can find in their pocket change. Dealers in 
lorth America must of course make a charge even for the most common 
English coin. 

Mr. Ken Bressett is to be highly congratulated for this highly 
accurate and detailed catalogue which is now a standard reference 
vc.:k for collectors of this series. This book is highly recommended 
to all collectors of the coinage of England.
